THE REDEMPTION OF RENT (IRELAND) ACT, 1891. 



23«I day of April, 1892. 



It ig this day Ordered that the following General Rules and 
Orders shall, from and after this date until further Order, take 
effect and be in force in the Land Commission in relation to all 
proceedings under and in pursuance of the Redemption of Rent 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, or any part of any Act incorporated there- 
with, in addition to the Redemption of Rent Rules dated 15th 
August, 1891. 

1. As soon as an Originating Notice shall have been served Sopple- 
upon the Lessor or Grantor pursuant to Rule 1 of the Redemp- 10 
tion of Rent Rules, the original of such Notice, with the services 
endorsed thereon, shall be lodged in the Land Commission, in lieu 

of a copy thereof. 

2. When the consent prescribed by Rule 2 of the Redemption Suppie- 
of Rent Rules has been served upon the Lessee or Grantee, the 
original of such consent, with the services endorsed thereon, shall 

be lodged in the Land Commission in lieu of a copy thereof ; 
and thereupon the Lessee or Grantee shall lodge in the Agree- 
ments lor Purchase Office a Certificate from the General Valuation 
Office of the tenement valuation, and a map showing the exterior 
boundaries of the holding, and prepared in the manner prescribed 
by Rule 12 of the Land Purchase Rules dated 15th August, 1891. 

3. Where such consent has been served, and the Grantor or Suppte- 
Lessor has already filed an Originating Statement pursuant to the 10 
Land Purchase Rules, the Originating Notice and Consent shall 

be referred to the Commissioner in whose chamber the Matter of 
the Estate of the said Grantor or Lessor shall be pending, and all 
subsequent proceedings thereon shall be had in such matter as if 
they were proceedings under the Land Purchase Rules. 

4. Where no such Originating Statement has been filed, the Reference 
Originating Notice and Consent shall (subject to the provisions j£ iss ™’ r 
of Rule 3 of the Redemption of Rent Rules, and to transfer from „nd entiti- 
one Commissioner to another upon the fiat of the Judicial 
Commissioner) he referred in the first instance to the Com- m ™“ 
missioners appointed under the Purchase of Land (Deland) Act, 
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18S5, in rotation, and all notices, orders, affidavits, consents, and 
other documents in respect thereto, shall be entitled “ Court of the 
Irish Land Commission. In the Matter of the Redemption of 
Rent (Ireland) Act, 1891. AB„ Grantor or Lessor ; C.D., Grantee 
or Lessee.” The Grantor or Lessor shall, when required, file an 
affidavit embodying the several matters set forth in an Originating 
Statement under the Land Purchase Rules, -with such modifications 
as the nature of the case may require ; provided always that he 
may if he so desire, in view of future sales, file an Originating 
Statement comprising his entire estate as provided by Rule 2 of the 
Land Purchase Rules, and in such case all proceedings shall be 
had in the Matter thereby created. As soon as the Commissioner 
shall have ordered the redemption of the rent, the further pro- 
ceedings shall be in accordance with the Laud Purchase Rules, 
so far as they are applicable to the ease. 

Supple- 5. In addition to the particulars prescribed in Form I., the 
mental as name 0 f the Baron;' in which the holding is situate shall be stated 
to Form i.i ^ Originating Notice. If the tenant does not require an 
advance under the Land Purchase Acts of the whole capital sum 
necessary for such redemption, paragraph 6 of the Notice should 
be varied by stating the proportion of the price of which he seeks 
an advance — i.e., one-half, two-thirds, or three-fourths, as the 
case may be.
